months, 
the

considerably 
greater. 
Within a few 
days, 
they 
will begin to set a number of hens 
and the chickens hatched out will be 
frying size by early 
spring. 
They 
will be ready for market at such 
a 
time as to command 
the 
very best 
price attainable. 
Three new additions to the chicken 
flock this year are 
the 
source 
of 
much pride to the Arterburns. 
Two 
of the three are cockerels which he 
secured from the Owen Farms, Vine­ 
yard Haven, Massachusetts. The own­ 
er of the farm is Mauric Delano, one 
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ly 84 and 87 years of age. 
Constant Dohogne was bom in Bel­ 
gium, eleven miles from Brussels, and 
at the age of 12 cames with his par­ 
ents to America, settling near Kelso 
on a farm. 
At the start of the Civil 
War, he enlisted in Company B 5th 
Missouri Cavalry, fighting 
through 
the war with them, during which time 
he took part in many notable battles. 
Mr. Dohogne’s wife is still living 
and next September, they will cele­ 
brate their sixtieth year of 
married 
life with their nine living children, 
the youngest of which served in the 
World War. 
John Heisserer served through the 
war w'ith Co. C of the 2nd Missouri 
Infantry and afterwards established 
the first mail service between Cape 
Girardeau and New Madrid, carrying 
the mail on horseback, the trip tak­ 
ing him a full day. 
Both men have been among Kelso’s

have reported.

not yet been heard from. 
Harry D. Wilson of Baton Rouge 
reported that in Louisiana they have 
practically completed the 
campaign 
in each parish with the exception of 
two or three and that they have met 
with a hearty response and show’ an 
actual reduction in the state of

per cent. 
In some parishes they have signed 
up the farmers 100 per cent and in 
others only two or 
three 
farmers 
have refused to sign, and in 
each 
instance the reason for the 
refusal 
was stated on the back of the pledge, 
Mr. Wilson said. 
He reported 
that 
some farmers were cutting out cotton 
entirely. 
Missouri will w’ork with Arkansas 
and under state committee, of 
that 
state, but no report for Missouri has 
et been made. 
Eugene P. Gum of Oklahoma 
re­ 
ported that the 
acregae 
reduction 
pledge campaign will be started 
on 
January 17 and that an intensive edu­ 
cational campaign is being put 
on 
now, that they are thoroughly orga­ 
nized in every cotton growing county 
and that they expect when they start 
their sign-up campaign to complete 
their work within one 
week. 
They 
are using every means in Oklahoma 
for educating the farmers as to the 
necessity of reducing their acreage 
and they promise us a reduction 
of 
33 and one-third per cent, their slo­ 
gan being ‘‘two acres where you had 
three last years’’. 
A. E. Markham, of Tiptonville, re­ 
ported that some counties in Tennes­ 
see had not completed their campaign 
but thai they would (jo so in the near 
future. 
The state committee has ar­ 
ranged for meetings to be 
held 
in 
some of the counties next week, and 
that the others would all be held af­ 
ter the first of January. 
W .A. Philpott, of Dallas, reported 
that the banking interests of Texa.'- 
were putting on the 
campaign 
and 
that out of 215 counties in Texas that 
only 157 of these counties produced 
any cotton to any great extent and 
that 108 are actually working on the 
sign-up 
campaign. 
The 
counties 
that have completed their campaign 
show, according t» their pledges 
a 
reduction of from 25 to 40 per cent 
and that only one man so 
far 
en­ 
countered in the campaign has start­ 
ed that he expected to plant the same 
acreage as last year. 
No report w*as had 
from 
North 
Carolina, South Carolina, or Georgia 
that being the only three states that 
grows cotton to any great extent that 
have not put on an acreage reduc­ 
tion campaign. 
Georgia and 
North 
Carolina have done some work along 
this line but it was the opinion of the 
mmittee that the wrork 
that 
has 
Wen done was not sufficient and the 
committee is determined that it shall 
be put on in an effective manner

these three states and plans

KELSO HAS MAN 
JE L L O GIRL’ 


The little town of Kelso, twenty- 
four miles north of Sikeston, has the 
distinction of having one of the few 
men telephone switchboard operators 
in the United States. 
He is probably 
th oldest, being seventy-eight years 
of age. 
This operator, who for the past 12 
years has served the .subscribers 
of 
the Kelso branch of the Ideal Tele­ 
phone Company, is Judge Mat Thom­ 
as, one of Scott County’s most 
in­ 
teresting citizens. 
Thomas gets his title of Judge by 
virtue of eight years service as Judge 
of County District 2. 
He was on the 
bench for the four years prior 
to 
Governor 
Hadley’s 
administration 
and for the four years 
subsequent. 
During the administration of Hadley, 
he represented Scott County in 
the 
State legislature and had the 
dis­ 
tinction of being the first Republican 
to be sent to the Legislature 
from 
Scott County after the Civil War. At 
that election, he was the only Repub­ 
lican officer elected in Scott County. 
Aside from his political successes. 
Thomas 
also 
was 
something of a 
trader and grain dealer and durfrig 
the period of years from 1899 until 
1918, he bought grain for the Scott 
County Milling Company and Ancel. 
Twelve years ago, however, Thom­ 
as, assisted by his wife, began 
the 
operation of the Kelso switchboard. 
And today, he may be found on duty, 
i man whose age has not dimmed his 
appreciation of life and who is still 
keenly alert and on the job, 
as his 
subscribers will testify. 
His switch­ 
board is by no means modern. 
It is- 
of the old-fashioned type. 
The sub­ 
scriber must ring in to 
signal 
the 
operator and then Thomas, makes the 
connection and rings the party want­ 
ed. 
It is a bit old-fashioned, but as 
Thomas explains, “when 
you 
know 
the board it’s no bother.” 
“Why, I’ve gotten so”, he contin­ 
ued, “that I even know who is ring­ 
ing by the way in which they ring. 
And I know the voice of every sub­ 
scriber on the board. They can’t fool 
me. Just as soon as a stranger rings, 
I know it. 
I’ve 
just 
heard 
their 
voices so many times that I’m cer­ 
tain of them all. My wife’s the same 
way, too. 
Once, one of the neighbor 
boys who was in St. 
Louis, 
called 
back to his folks. 
The connections 
had already been made and she didn’t 
know he was calling from the city— 
didn’t even know he was up 
there, 
but she knew his voice just as soon 
as she heard it”. 
Mr. Thomas doesn’t need to have 
his lines numbered. 
He has a num 
bored chart out to the side in 
case 
something should happen and some 
one else should have to act as opera 
tor, but he knows by instinct, where 
each subscriber’s line is located 
There are 77 subscribers, he says 
and 9 party lines. 
These party lines 
have as many as 14 phones on 
the 
lines and when one calls in, they all 
take down their receiver and listen 
It’s fairly amusing the way they do 
this. 
The telephone board brings hipi all 
of the news of the community 
and 
people call in for information. 
If a 
person is sick, they call 
Thomas 
to 
find out how he is getting along and 
so it is with all the news, the time 
of day and information about fires 
A daylight service is all that 
is 
regularly provided for, Thomas 
ex­ 
plained, but for emergency cases, 
<ignal has been provided for to call 
him to the switchboard. 
His bed is 
close at hand so that he may get to 
the board immediately. 
There aren’s 
many emergency calls, he explains 
and they come in spells. 
Sometimes 
there won’t be a call for 
a 
week 
Sometimes there will be 
three 
four. 
Thomas is one of the pioneer set­ 
tlers at Kelso. When he was only 22 
months of age, his 
parents 
moved 
from 
Purvtam 
County, 
Ohio, 
by 
steamer to Missouri, landing at Com 
merce and going overland to Kelso, 
where they made 
their home and 
where Thomas was brought up. 
He 
attempted to enlist in the 
Federal 
army during the Civil War, but 
his 
youth prevented him from being ac­ 
cepted and so he staid at home 
on 
the farm, raising provisions for the 
army. 
Most of his life 
has 
been 
spent there in his home communtiy, 
where he is beloved by all. 
Even at 
his advanced age of seventy-edght, he 
enjoys excellent health and has far 
bhtter eyesight than the average per­ 
son, still reading and writing with 
out the assistance of glasses.

Paris, December 10.—On October 
25 died one of the few last imperial 
Bonapartes. 
She was always known 
as the young Princess Laetitia, tho’ 
she was within a few days of being 
60 years old. 
She was 
the 
grand 
niece of the great Napoleon himself. 
And she leaves alive only three Bon­ 
apartes who have the legal right to 
the title—your imperial highness. 
One is 
her 
sixty-two 
year 
old 
brother, Louis Napoleon, who is 
a 
confirmed 
oldl 
bachelor. 
Tho 
two 
others are the young children of her 
brother, Victor Napoleon, who 
was 
the last pretender to the Emperor’s 
throne. 
One is a girl of fourteen— 
Princess Clotilde. 
The other is 
a 
boy of twelve—Prince Louis—and he 
is now Pretender in his turn. 
This is all that is 
left 
of 
Bona­ 
partes, who have any right to talk 
about coming back in French politics. 
By the decree of the Second Empire 
in 182, the succession is limited 
to 
them and they alone have^Napoleon 
for their family name and are French 
Princes and Imperial Highnesses 
by 
birth. 
So the French Republic has a 
law that keeps the males of this Bon­ 
aparte line out of France. 
That is about the only political im­ 
portance that these 
exiled 
princes 
have. 
No living Frenchman 
under 
60 can even remember ufhat the Em­ 
pire was like. It is worse yet for the 
Bourbon line of Kings who lost 
the 
throne in 
1848. 
Their pretenders, 
too, are not allowed in France, even 
when dead. 
So, when the old 
pre­ 
tender, the Duke of Orleans, died a 
few months ago, his cousin, the Duke 
of Guise, who inherited his claims, 
had to leave his comfortable home in 
France and move out. 
The women 
are 
not dangerous, 
even by republican law. The Duch­ 
ess of Guise is going round in French 
chateaux and receives the 
few old 
fogy royalist families as their queen. 
Princess Laetitia Bonaparte cared 
as little for the republic as the repub­ 
lic did for her. The important things 
for here were the men, women 
and 
children close around her. 
Let his­ 
tory make itself. 
She was a child of four when the 
Franco-Prussian War of 1870 swept 
away the 
Imperial 
Highness from 
Paris. Her mother, the Princess Clo­ 
tilda, who was the daughter of 
the 
Italian King Victor Emanuel, retired 
to the gray old palace of Moncalieri 
near Turin and died there in 
1911. 
She was kind and good and saintly. 
That means she was a sort of 
pre­ 
serve pot of shrewd devotion. 
And 
Laetitia, who wa3 always young, had 
all a girl’s fondness for a little pro­ 
fanity. 
The only man in the offing was 
iLaetitia’s uncle—her mother’s broth­ 
er Amadeo. He was young and good- 
natured, and good-looking. 
When he 
was 43 and she was not yet twenty- 
two, they 
got 
married—and 
both 
church and state blessed them. 
That was a sensation. 
It was not 
because he was a widower with three 
royal sons, one of whom was barely 
two years younger than Laetitia her­ 
self. 
It was also not because he had 
been King of Spain more than 
two 
years, in an interval of revolutions. 
No, that even an Imperial 
Princess 
food for popular 
curiosity. 
“Only 
should marry her uncle, that was the 
Kings 
can 
do 
that”, most people 
said. 
That was not true. In some of the 
early United States like New York 
such marriages were strictly accord­ 
ing to law, though very uncommon 
They are within the prohibited 
de­ 
grees 
of 
consanguinity 
for 
the 
church, but, as for first 
cousins, 
dispensation can be had. 
Still, it is 
as uncommon with kings 
as 
with 
commoners. 
The marriage was in 1888 and the 
next year Princess Laetitia—she who 
has died at 60 coming from a chil­ 
dren’s holiday which she had made 
at the old 
palace—bore 
her 
only 
child. 
The year after that, ex-King 
Amadeo died—and Laetitia did 
not 
marry again. 
Her son, Prince Umberto, who had 
had the title of Count Salemi, grew 
up something of a man. 
He was 25 
years old when the Great War 
ex 
ploded and in it he lost his life hon­ 
orably, as became all his imperial 
and royal forefathers. 
Where do 
the 
American 
Bona 
partes come in? 
All these imperial highnesses that 
are left, those who have the succes­ 
sion of Napoleon’s empire 
in 
their 
line, are children of the son of Je­ 
rome Bonaparte, brother of the great 
Napoleon. Him we know as the wan 
dering prince who married Elizabeth 
Patterson of 
Baltimore—and 
from 
them our American Bonapartes 
are 
descended. 
Emperor Napoleon refused to 
ac­ 
knowledge the marriage and 
forced 
a separation, which not only was nev­ 
er 
accepted 
by 
the 
church—for 
French-civil 
authorities 
and 
the 
Catholic 
bishop 
in 
Baltimore had 
made the marriage sure—but 
the 
mother of Napoleon, the old Laetitia 
from whom the young princess who 


has died was named, did not accept it 
either. 
For her the wife of Jerome 
was the American. 
The American son and his children 
have been recognized by the children 
of Jerome’s second m arriage which 
the terrible emperor also forced 
on 
him. 
A few years ago, 
the 
aged 
Princess Matilde, 
young 
Laetitia’ 
aunt, used her great social influence 
to introduce the 
present 
American 
Jerome Bonaparte to imperialist cir 
cles. 
“She has him in training 
in 
case the male 
imperial 
highnesses 
give out in Europe”, people said. To 
this day, when he appears in Biarritz 
the Paris press that occupies itself 
with emperors and kings for France 
signalizes his presence in France as 
“Prince Jerome Bonaparte”. 


ORIGIN OF ANCIENT ILLINOIS 
FORTS BAFFLES HISTORIANS 


Tamaroa, 111., December 
9.—Mys 
tery which may always remain 
un 
solved surrounds the origin of sever 
al historic forts of Southern Illinois 
in the opinion of State Represent« 
tive Elbert Waller, Illinois historian 
“Students of 
history 
have stood 
among the ruins of Fort Massac and 
Stone Fort”, W alter said, “and have 
asked 
question—‘Who 
built 
these 
forts? 
Why and W hy?’ But the only 
answer is a shake of the head and ‘ 
don’t know’. 
“The most noted of these historic 
relics of the Ohio Valley 
is 
Fort 
Massac, located at the city of 
Me 
tropolis, about four miles from 
the 
mouth of the Ohio 
River. 
Another 
located about four miles east of the 
city of Stone Fort, and 31 miles north 
of Fort Massac 
is known 
as 
Old 
Stone Fort, and still another is 
lo 
cated a miles west of there near the 
bluffs known as ‘Giant 
City’, 
two 
miles east of Makanda. 
‘When Marquette made his mem 
orable voyage down the Mississippi 
in 1673 he saw Indians with guns at 
the mouth of the Ohio. Tradition has 
it that they were Piankeshaws and 
that all this territory 
at 
that time 
was their hunting ground. They said 
they, had always lived there. That is 
all we know 
about 
it. 
Where did 
they get the guns, and did they build 
the forts? 
A map published in Lon 
don in 1699 shows 
that 
there was 
then a French trading post at 
the 
present site of Fort Massac. 
“It is not known that a white man 
ever visited the Wabash Valley 
be­ 
fore Queen Anne’s war, but then the 
Indians south of the Great Lakes and 
the 
French 
formed 
alliances and 
soon thereafter a profitable fur trade 
was built up to the southward. 
In 
1735 Post Saint Vincent was built by 
the French of the Wabash. 
A map 
published in 1755 shows another fort 
at the mouth of the Wabash River. 
“Before Fort Massac was built by 
the French in 
1758, 
Representative 
Waller said, tradition 
has 
it 
that 
Ferdinand de Soto built a fort there 
in 1542 and that the French occupied 
it as early as 1701, but that has not 
been verified. 
“We seek in vain for information. 
Who built these other forts? 
In the 
meantime, the 
Indians 
had 
wars 
among themselves and the Shawnees 
came 
in, 
probably 
from Georgia,

DEATHS TO EXCEED DY 
75,000 THOSE OF 1925 


New York, December 10.—Deaths 
in the United States this year prob­ 
ably will exceed by 75,000 the total 
number in 1925, Henry S. Nollen, of 
Des Moines, Iowa, president of 
the 
Equitable Life Insurance Company of 
Iowa, said in an address today 
be­ 
fore the convention of the Associa­ 
tion of Life Insurance Presidents. 
More Americans were killed by au­ 
tomobiles during the past two years 
than in the World War, he asserted, 
estimating that the total number of 
death victim« in automobile accidents 
would exceed 22,000 this year. Suicid­ 
es increased 10 per cent during the 
year, while deaths by murder dropped 
7 per cent, figures so far indicate, he 
said. 
This year’s increase in the death 
rate, Mr. Nollen pointed out, should 
not be taken as indicating such 
a 
trend for recent years, as the mortal­ 
ity rate during the 
period 
of 
the 
past six years alone has ilecreased 
more than 9 per cent. 
Of the expected increase of 75,000 
in the number of death« for this year, 
Mr. Nollen said that 22,000 could be 
explained by normal growth of 
the 
country’s population. 
While 
53,000 
deaths would result from the higher 
mortality rate for 1926.

the growth of life insurance compan­ 
ies since 1900, Julian 
Price, 
presi­ 
dent of the Jefferson Standard Life 
Insurance Company, Greensboro,

C., told the convention.

These three 
cost a good big price delivered. 
All 
of the chickens in

chickens. 
Another source of revenue for the 
Arterburns has been a Poland China 
sow'. This sow farrowed a litter 
of 
fourteen pigs the past four times and 
has never farrowed leas than ten pigs 
at a time. 
Two milk cows have also proved a 
steady source of revenue for the Ar­ 
terburns. From these cows, not only

For this resson, dairymen who 
buy complex mineral mixture* to feed 
to their animal* are not only wasting 
their money but may be harming their 
cattle as well, according to Prof. L. A. 
Maynard at the State College of Agri­ 
culture at Ithaca, N. Y. 
Aside from common salt, the only 
minerals that are needed as supple­ 
ment to ordinary farm rations are cal­ 
cium, phosphorus, and sometimes Io­ 
dine. 
Mixtures coutalntng such sub­ 
stances as glauber’s salts, epsom salts, 
copperas, potassium chloride, sulphur, 
Iron oxide, and other condiments have 
no Justification from the standpoint 
of nutrition, and the continued feed­ 
ing of them may be positively harm­ 
ful. 
Magnesium, Iron, potassium nnd sul­ 
phur, which are lucluded In most min­ 
eral mixtures, are valueless Ingredi­ 
ents because common rations are suf­ 
ficiently rich In them. Laxatives, cop­ 
peras, sodium bicarbonate, 
and sul­ 
phur are drugs rather than feeds and 
should not be fed to a well animal. 
Some companies argue that epsom 
salts and glauber'n salts are needed 
In the feed for farm animals because 
of their laxative action. 
In answer to 
this It should be recognized that the 
best way to make a ration laxative Is 
to select properly the feeds Included 
In It. 
Furthermore, the small amount 
of these purgatives In the mineral 
mixture cannot possibly have the de­ 
sired effect when nn animal Is con­ 
stipated. 
Cod liver oil, which is sometimes In­ 
cluded Iti mineral mixtures, helps cal­ 
cium assimilation In growing pigs, but 
It has been proved Ineffective for dairy 
cows. 
Also, when cod liver oil Is fed 
at all, it should be purchased uumixed 
with other materials, since It gradu­ 
ally loses Its value as au aid In cal­ 
cium assimilation when mixed. 
Compounds of calcium and phosphor­ 
us which are suitable for feeding may 
he purchased at from one to three 
cents a pound.

The complex products are actually 
worth less than the mixture contain­ 
ing calcium and phosphorus alone be­ 
cause the percentage of the needed 
minerals Is lowered by including the 
other substances which serve only as 
a filler.

faulty by Byrns, who asserted

interior had increased expenditures 
since President Coolidge took office. 
Reductions by' the interior 
depart­ 
ment, were due, he said, to decrease 
in Civil War pensions. 
Mr. Byrns 
asserted 
that 
while 
President Coolidge 
“is

pictured as the greatest economist 
who ever sat in the white house”, he 
nevertheless "has spent more of the

THIS WEEK IN MO. HISTORY 


On December 13, 1815, 110 years 
ago this week, the Bank of St. Ix>uis, 
the first bank in Missouri Territory, 
opened its doors for business. 
It wras 
launched during a most unfortunate 
period in United States history. 
In 
addition to the natural 
hazards 
it 
had to take, such as the newness of 
the country, the distrust of banks in 
general, the relatively* few uses for 
money, it was called upon to 
shouN 
dor the great depression 
ami 
panic 
following 
the 
unnatural expansion

ami Inflation of values which occur­ 
red at the end of the War of 
1812. 
The burden was 
too 
much, 
and on 
July 12, 1819, less than three years 
after its inception, the Bank of 
St. 
Louis wax forced to suspend. 
The Bank of St. I*ouis received its 
charter on August 21, 1813, from the 
territorial legislature. Two years be­ 
fore Congress had failed to re-char­ 
ter the First Bank 
of 
the 
United 
States, which had been organized by 
Alexander Hamilton, contending that 
Congress had no power 
under 
the 
Constitution to incorporate a bank. It 
was believed the state banks « o d d 
prove adequate to the 
requirements 
of trade and industry'. 
As a result 
of Congress’ failure 
to 
re-charter, 
one hundred and twenty new hanks 
were immediately chartered, 
to 
fill 
the gap left by the new defunct Uni­ 
ted States bank. 
Among these was 
the Bank of St. Louis. 
Its incorporation 
was 
authorized 
with capital of at least $75,000 
and 
not to exceed $150,000, in shares 
of 
$100 each. 
Non-resident stockhold­ 
ers could not vote on their 
shares, 
and more than one-fourth 
of 
the 
stock could be held outside of Mis­ 
souri and Illinois. 
Six per cent 
in­ 
terest in advance was fixed 
as 
the 
limit of interest on any loan or dis­ 
count. 
Branches for 
deposit 
and 
discount only 
were 
authorized 
at 
Ste, Genevieve and elsewhere in Mis­ 
souri, but not within fifty miles 
of 
the Bank in St. Louis nor within 60 
miles of each 
other. 
No 
reports 
were required, no examinations were 
provided for, ami there was no pro­ 
hibition against the, bank 
making 
loans on its own stock as collateral. 
The bank was incmrporated Aug­ 
ust 21, 1816, three years 
after 
it 
was authorized. 
On 
September 
1816, thirteen directors were elected, 
and the bank opened its doors on De­ 
cember 13 at 58 South Main Street. 
The following year it transferred its 
activities to an old stone house 
on 
Main Street, between Elm and Myr­ 
tle. 
On May 10, 1817, the books wen1 
«»pen for sale of stock, and by June 
28 all of the capital had been sub­ 
scribed. An announcement was pub­ 
lished that a dividend of 8 per cent 
per annum on 
the 
stock 
would Ik* 
paid after July 15. 
The conditions in 
Missouri 
terri­ 
tory at the time were not conducive 
to successful banking. 
Business was 
not organized on any 
great 
scale. 
Most of the inhabitants were pioneers 
who were interested in establishing 
a settlement rather than in encour­ 
aging any* extensive business opera­ 
tions. 
Practically all supplies were 
imported; the exports consisted 
of 
furs almost exclusively. 
Before the 
War of 1812 money was hardly ever 
•een in the territory, «leer and racoon 
skins serving us the circulating me«l* 
ium. 
Silver money was scarce. 
To ob­ 


tain small denominations, a Spanish 
or Mexican dollar was cut with 
a 
chisel into four pieces. 
Each quar­ 
ter was tapped in to halves, 
called 
“bits”. 
The 
probability 
is 
that 
herein lies the origin of the modern 
slang expression "two bits” used to 
«lesignate a twenty-five 
cent piece. 
For a long time the “bit” was 
the 
smallest denomination in St. I^ouis. 
If a commodity were purchased for 
five 
cents, 
the 
purchaser paid his 
"bit” and received in addition to the 
commodity seven and one-half cents 
in pins, needlese and similar articles. 
Ijate in 1816 there was 
approved 
"an act to encourage the killing of 
wolves, panthers and wildcats”. 
It 
authorized a payment of $2.00 
for 
each wolf or panther, and fifty cents 
for the scalp of a wildcat. 
A certi­ 
ficate was paid in lieu of cash, this 
certificate to be acceptable in pay­ 
ment of county taxes. These "wild­ 
cat” certificates came to be used 
as 
currency, and led to the name "wild­ 
cat” being applied to other kinds of 
currency that were not reedemable in 
specie. 
The State banks in other sections 
of the country had by this time flood­ 
ed the country with their issues of 
bank notes, and these, in addition to 
the “wildcats’* and notes of the Bank 
of St. Louis, caused prompt inflation 
of values in the territory. 
The sud- 
«ien flood of money loosed on the pub­ 
lic gave rise to a spirit of specula­ 
tion and extravagance, and 
led 
bo 
panic and genera! business depress­ 
ion. The year 1817 was considered "a 
period of gloom and agony; no mea­ 
sure or standard 
of 
value left 
re­ 
maining; no price for property 
or 
produce; no sales but those of 
the 
sheriff and m arshal”. 
Disaster was 
2, inevitable, and on July 12, 1819, the 
Bank of St. Louis joined the ranks of 
hundreds of similar institutions 
all 
over the country, and. after issuing 
a long public statement, it closed its 
doors.
